11. The resurrection of the dead, the righteous to ever¬ 
lasting blessedness, and the wicked to everlasting 
damnation.

WHY BIBLE INSTITUTES? 

TTIBLE Institutes exist for the one purpose of training consecrated Christian young 
people in the knowledge and use of the Holy Scriptures. We find the essential 
principles, both as to method and aim, laid down by Christ Himself in the calling 
and training of His disciples. See Mark 3:13, 14. 

First, Christ calls to separation. “He calleth unto Him whom He would.” This 
means detachment from many of the ordinary concerns of life and attachment to 
the person of Jesus Christ, as of disciples to a master. It is not a self-chosen voca¬ 
tion. It is His will, His choice, His call. “Ye have not chosen Me, but I have chosen 
you,” the Master said. 

Secondly, Christ imparts instruction. This is implied in the words: “That they 
might be with Him.” With Him, that they might listen to His divine teachings, 
become acquainted with His great purpose, and partake of His gracious spirit. Only 
one who has been with Christ in personal fellowship can truly tell of Him to others. 
We cannot lead anyone higher than we are ourselves. 

Thirdly, Christ gives a commission. This is seen in the words: “That He might 
send them forth to preach.” Not to lecture on secular themes, not to discourse 
learnedly on the great problems of philosophy, not to tell amusing stories, but to 
preach; to preach the Word of God, the good news of salvation in Jesus Christ. 

The Winnipeg Bible Institute and College of Theology aims to follow the path 
marked out by the Master, receiving those who feel called to Christian service, 
instructing them in the great truths of the Bible, and then sending them forth to tell 
the old, old story of Jesus and His love.

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GOD'S PLAN OF SALVATION 


TUST the other day a young man came into 
^ my office and we talked about that great 
and important subject of “Salvation.” We 
talked particularly of the theme of God’s plan 
of salvation. It is very evident, as we look 
around about us, that there are many dif¬ 
ferent plans of salvation set forth. The world 
is confused and asks, “Which is the proper 
plan of salvation?” We want to know the true 
plan since the writer of Proverbs declared, 
“There is a way that seemeth right unto a 
man but the end thereof are the ways of 
death.” 

This young man and I discussed the plan of 
Salvation which God sets forth in His Word, 
under three main headings: The Need of Sal¬ 
vation; The Provision of Salvation; and the 
Realization of Salvation. 

THE NEED OF SALVATION is very clear¬ 
ly set forth in the Word of God. God declares 
that man is a sinner, and as such is un¬ 
righteous. He is in need of a Saviour, because 
God is holy and cannot have fellowship with 
sinful creatures. As a sinner, he is under the 
condemnation of death, “For the wages of sin 
is death.” Just as the children of Isarel in the 
wilderness, who were bitten by the deadly 
serpents, needed deliverance provided by 
God, so we who are sinners by birth and by 
choice, need God’s plan of salvation. “For all 
have sinned and come short of the glory of 
God.” 

GOD’S PROVISION OF SALVATION is 
one of the great wonders of the world. God’s 
great provision for salvation is the message 
of the Gospel. It is the center of that message 
which we preach. It is the reason why Christ 
came into the world. That He might provide 
salvation, Redemption through His blood, 
even the forgiveness of sins. In Exodus, chap¬ 
ter 12, we have the story of the redemption 
of the first born son, how the Lamb was slain, 
how his blood was caught and sprinkled on 
the lintel and the side posts of the door of 
their homes, that when the death angel pass¬ 
ed through the land, He might see the blood 
and pass over the house. Thus the first born 
was protected. The Apostle Paul takes this 
story and refers it to Christ, in the words of 
I Cor. 5:7, “For even Christ our passover is 
sacrificed for us.” Thus the Lord Jesus Christ 


is set forth as the Redeemer, the one who by 
the shedding of His blood has made provision 
whereby our sins might be washed away. 
Indeed the Word of God says, “If we confess 
our sin, He is faithful and just to forgive 
us our sin and to cleanse us from all un¬ 
righteousness.” “The blood of Jesus Christ, 
God’s son cleanseth us from all sin.” 

Then the Evangelical message calls for an¬ 
other very important point in regard to the 
great plans of Salvation which God has set 
forth. It is not enough to know that we have 
need of salvation. Neither is it sufficient to 
be told that God has made provision for our 
salvation. We must REALIZE that salvation 
personally. We must reach out hands of faith 
and take that salvation. Jesus told Nico- 
demus, “Except a man be born again he can¬ 
not enter into,—or see the kingdom of God. 
For that which is born of the flesh is flesh.” 
He told him, therefore, that it was necessary 
to be born of the water and of the spirit. 
From other scripture passages we find that 
what He referred to here was that we must 
take the Word of God, and as the Spirit of 
God acts upon that message we are washed 
by that “washing of regeneration and re¬ 
newing of the Holy Ghost.” Nicodemus was 
puzzled and wondered how he could be born 
again. He wondered how he might realize 
this great salvation that Christ had to offer. 
So the Lord Jesus made it very plain when 
he said, “For as Moses lifted up the serpent 
in the wilderness, even so must the Son of 
Man be lifted up that whosoever believeth in 
Him should not perish but have eternal life. 
For God so loved the world that He gave His 
only begotten son that whosoever believeth 
in Him should not perish but have everlast¬ 
ing life.” 

My friend, have you appropriated this sal¬ 
vation for yourself? Have you taken God’s 
way of salvation? Have you seen yourself as 
a sinner in need? Have you seen Jesus Christ 
as the provider of your salvation? “Believe 
on the Lord Jesus Christ and thou shalt be 
saved” is the message of the Gospel. This is 
your message of salvation. This is God’s plan 
of salvation.

The 
Latin America Mission was represented by 
Miss Mildred Johnston who has served as 
dietitian at the Hospital operated by that 
Mission in Costa Rica. She was able to give 
us an insight into the problem of maintaining 
a good standard of nutrition and health on 
the Mission Field. 

Rev. Don. P. Shidler, President of the 
Gospel Missionary Union and Mrs. Shidler, 
brought with them many interesting curios 


gathered in distant lands, as well as pictures 
of their work on the field. Miss Minnie Waage 
came to tell us something of the work of the 
Evangelical Alliance Mission in Columbia. 
We have not forgotten her warm friendliness 
and her messages to us which came right 
from the heart. 

The Wycliffe Bible Translators was well 
represented in the person of Rev. Herbert E.

His talks on language study and 
translation were interesting, informative and 
practical. 

We especially appreciated the practical 
presentation of the problems to be encounter¬ 
ed on the Mission field.

We rejoiced to hear the 
testimonies of these servants of His, that 
though the problems and trials are many, His 
grace is sufficient to meet them. How it en¬ 
courages our hearts to know that God is 
working through His faithful servants and 
even from the darkest corners of the earth 
He is calling out a people for His name. 

The Missionary Conference brought to a 
close another school year rich in His blessing. 
We are still grateful to these missionary 
friends who came to us, for their fellowship, 
for their refreshing messages from the Word 
and for their challenge as we were again 
constrained “to look on the fields, white unto 
harvest.”

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A VISIT TO THE HOLY LAND 


rpHIS past summer it was my privilege to 
visit the Holy Lands. As one travels 
through the land known historically as 
Palestine, every mound, every hill, every 
valley recalls incidents from the Bible record. 
One sees country well known to Abraham, 
Jacob, David, the disciples and Jesus Him¬ 
self. Many of the cities and individual sites 
have been positively identified. Many of the 
customs and ways of life of the people recall 
Biblical scenes. 

More than this, one is impressed with the 
change that is taking place in the Land of 
Israel. As the Jews Teturn from the countries 
of the world, they cultivate the soil that has 
produced but little for centuries; terraces are 
built; drifting sands of deserts are anchored 
down with trees, irrigated and gradually 
made to produce again. 

One is also impressed with international 
tensions that are centered in that small coun¬ 
try. Jews and Arabs are both preparing for 
war. The Jews are purchasing supplies from 


the Western powers. The Arabs seem slowly 
but surely to be driven—perhaps by force of 
circumstances against their will -— into the 
Russian camp. All this would seem to be set¬ 
ting the stage for some great conflict center¬ 
ed in or around Jerusalem. In view of all 
this, we are reminded that the coming of. the 
Lord draws near. 

Also as one visits the lands where the 
Christian Church was first established and 
from which missionaries were first sent out, 
one is impressed with the almost complete 
spiritual darkness under which these people 
now live. Countries which were at one time 
centers of Christian activity have reverted 
to paganism—either under Mohammedanism, 
Greek Orthodoxy, Roman Catholicism or 
practical Atheism. Europe, North Africa and 
the Holy Lands themselves are today among 
the most needy of the world’s mission fields. 
Pray ye therefore the Lord of the harvest 
that He will send forth laborers into His 
harvest.

Monday Chapel is part of the Practical 
Work Report and Prayer Hour during which 
Mr. Shunk, our practical work director, leads 
a discussion of the difficulties and blessings 
of Sunday School classes, Child Evangelism 
classes, preaching appointments, the Union 
Gospel Mission service and other opportuni¬ 
ties to reach people for Christ. 

Mr. Affleck has been taking up Psalms with 
us during Tuesday Chapels. Letters from 
alumni are read at this time too. 

Our budding preachers have Wednesday 
Chapel reserved for them. Each one in the 
Sermon Analysis class is asked to preach in 
Chapel once during the year. 

Thursday’s half hour has often been de¬ 
voted to the showing of Mr. Gray’s pictures 
of Palestine. 

Miss Moody asks the first year students to 
tell us something of how they came to know 
the Lord Jesus Christ as Saviour, and how it 
was they decided to come to Bible School.

"ITUITH keen anticipation the students and 
faculty alike awaited the Bible Confer¬ 
ence. Prayer played an important role in 
the preparation for this Conference. Not 
only did we pray for God’s blessing on the 
Conference itself, but our prayer was that 
each one might be challenged by God’s Word. 

The man whom God used in the ministry of 
His Word was the Rev. Simon Forsberg from 
Bozeman, Montana, U.S.A. Rev. Forsberg 
came to the full assurance of salvation in his 
teens. At the age of twenty-one he entered 
the Christian Ministry, where he became the 
pastor of a church in Chicago, Illinois. He 
also pastored a church in- Portland. Oregon, 
and is at present the pastor of the Grace 
Gospel Tabernacle in Bozeman, Montana. 
Mr. Forsberg received his theological train¬ 
ing at the Moody Bible Institute of Chicago, 
and at the Dallas Theological Seminary, Dal¬ 
las, Texas. During all of the years of his 
Christian Ministry, he has spent his sum¬ 
mers in Bible Conference work. 

He has also had extensive experience in 
Bible Institute work, including the Winni¬ 
peg Bible Institute, where he served as prin¬ 
ciple from 1931-1935. During that period he 
set up the curriculum of the Institute on a 
sound basis, to which it has adhered ever 
since. 

The morning lectures of the Conference 
were conducted in the Institute from 9:00 to 
12:30 o’clock. It was at these sessions that 
the students and a number of friends of the 
School heard his expositions on I John, I 
Peter, and the Messianic Psalms. 

Speaking on I John, he said, “I John is a 
test-tube of faith.” The Epistle is as it were 


a laboratory in which we find out whether 
we are true believers or not. Again he stated, 
“The requirement of the grace of God is so 
great that God gives to the believer the grace 
whereby he may live.” “There is more in 
the Psalms in regard to the inner life of the 
Lord Jesus Christ than in all the New Testa¬ 
ment.” This is a very interesting observa¬ 
tion. His exposition of the Messianic Psalms 
brought new light to the whole collection of 
the Psalms. Another worthy statement was, 
“God’s throne in heaven will never be affect¬ 
ed by man.” 

I Peter became a very vital message to us 
as Mr. Forsberg expounded its truths. The 
following are quotes from his lectures: “We 
are saved from hell, death and wrath through 
faith unto salvation.” “The world does not 
need an example but a Saviour.” 

Through the evening sessions at Bethany 
Baptish Church the blessings of this Confer¬ 
ence were also made accessible to the public. 
Continued interest was evident because many 
came night after night to hear God’s Word 
being taught. The messages of Christ to the 
seven churches in Revelation 1-3 was the 
topic under consideration. Very emphatical¬ 
ly Mr. Forsberg warned against lukewarm¬ 
ness in the Christian Church. The following 
is his interpretation of Galatians 1:4, “Who 
gave Himself for our sins that He might de¬ 
liver us from (Winnipeg Canada) this pres¬ 
ent evil world.” 

We of the Winnipeg Bible Institute are 
grateful to God for the blessings that have 
come to us through Mr. Forsberg’s ministry. 
It is our hope and prayer that he may find 
it convenient to revisit us in the very near 
future.

While there we received word 
that funds for the building of the new print¬ 
ing press shop had come in. During 1952 the 
press turned out nearly one half million 
pages of Christian literature, which is being 
distributed throughout the country.

“Recently a lad was carried to our clinic. 
He had toyed with and exploded and old

(doctor—Mrs. Koop, R.N.) had come to the 
Christian Training Institute, have also come 
with their various ailments. However, our 175 
school children constitute the main part of 
the medical work at the present time, since 


the future clinic will be the present print 
shop, and until the new print shop is com¬ 
pleted we do not have adequate facilities for 
outsiders.

“This writer was always cowboy crazy 
when a youngster, and to be in the saddle was 
his great ambition. The Lord called him to be 
a missionary and He did not overlook this 
desire to ride a horse. Well, much of this keen 
cowboy stuff is worn off and when you talk 
about saddle-sores—let me assure you—they 
are not all on the horse! 

“We invite you to come with us. At 3.30 
a.m. we rise. Our bus honks at the door at 
four, and we are off immediately, climbing 
for an hour out of the Pasto Valley. It is 
bitterly cold up here, and the bus dips down 
along crazy zigzag roads, so steep that only 
brakes are necessary. After five or six hours 
we are in the Patio River Valley. We have 
peeled off all the clothes we may, and the 
wind seems to blow from a furnace. A quick 
lunch of sancocho soup, rice, and a piece of 
meat (I should say leather!) and black coffee. 
Then we mount our animals to go still lower 
into the valley, down to the river which we 
reach by nightfall. For the first time our host 
received a foreign missionary and his wife 
into his small, humble, thatched-roof house. 
How friendly he was, though he had only 
heard the Gospel from a believer. (How 
many are “gathered in” solely through the 
testimony of a native Christian.) We were 
served fried corn cakes, fat pork and coffee. 
A little later supper came along in the form 
of rice, two fried eggs, more corn cakes and 
cane sugar water. A hundred billy goats sur¬ 
rounded the house all night, the little ones 
calling with human-like voices to their 
mothers. We could see them through the laths 
of the walls, and their bleating, along with 
a score of bedbugs and heat under a smelly 
net chased slumber away. 

“Early next morning we cross the river in 
a dugout and our horses swim across. We 
climb from now on, up and up, passing 
clouds, and later looking down upon them. 
From extreme heat to bitter cold, but we 
come to a gate and wait for all to catch up. 
No sun here, just raw wind. Behind us are 
two days on horseback in every kind of 
climate—before us two hours to the place 
where we will hold our first Regional Con¬ 
vention. They are two hours through a trail 
of mud straight down, so steep that our ani¬ 
mals just step to keep from falling over as 
they slide on all fours. “Bill, I’m scared,” this 
from Elsie, as she follows me on a sure-footed 
mule. You cannot walk in that mire. In some 
places you sink to your knees. As we rest, to 


gather courage, we hear large black monkeys 
scolding us in the heavy jungle. It is warmer 
now and birds of many colors sing or are 
alarmed at us. On the old trees we see para¬ 
sites and orchids of various kinds. We must 
go on. A mis-step by our horse would send us 
crashing down into the undergrowth, horse 
and all. God shields us and we finally emerge 
from the heavy forest to come into the open, 
where we soon see the house. People have 
come before us and surround our horses to 
greet us ere we can get off. We are here to 
begin five days of spiritual feasting with 38 
mountain children of God. In this stowed- 
away mountain home no one would hinder 
us. (Yet at the time of this writing that same 
home is attacked by bandits, sent by their 
religious leaders. Pray.) 

“Those were five wonderful days. At 6 a.m. 
all gathered for prayer. The burden of our 
cry was for the unsaved among us, and re¬ 
freshing for each one present. Three souls 
surrendered to the Lord, among them a man 
of 60 years. Then we had a baptism of one 
young man and a woman 60 years old. The 
young man is now in Bible School. But all 
good things come to an end and we are on our 
way to another Convention, two days journey 
on horseback. The first day we travelled the 
mountain trails until it was dark. A number 
of places refused us lodging when they learn¬ 
ed that we were evangelicals. Again we had 
the extreme heat and raw winds, between 
which there was a difference of 5,000 feet or 
more. Before daybreak we were off again. We 
travelled along the rugged back of an enor¬ 
mous range of mountains. It was a clear day 
and our view was breath-taking, for we saw 
more ranges as far as the eye could carry, 
and homes like little specks. Yes, homes, and 
that means people, and people mean souls— 
souls that without a doubt have never even 
heard. Who will go and tell them? Oh, if we 
could only follow each trail to these homes 
and discharge our responsibility. If they could 
hear at least once! Alas, they are bound by 
the fetters of sin and of Rome and see not 
their need nor are they concerned over their 
soul’s welfare. What a challenge to take up 
in holy hands of prayer! 

“At last we arrived, saddle weary and 
hungry. A goodly crowd received us. Our 
attention was drawn to the large number of 
young people and children. We spoke on the 
Ten Commandments and at every meeting 
the crowd increased until it reached nearly

150. Many had come travelling all day. We 
were very conscious of the Lord’s presence 
and during the evangelistic meetings at 
nights fifteen souls surrendered to the Lord. 
Here too we had a baptism of one girl who 
is now in Bible School. These people had 
known the Gospel for some years, but the 
devil had come in and there was dirt to clean 


up. Great was our joy to gather around the 
Lord’s table. The Lord seemed to move 
among the children, and Elsie along with 
their school teacher, prayed individually with 
many. The older folk promised not to forget 
to pray regularly for their children. In two 
days we were home again, ready for more 
journeys.” 
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ANXIOUS TO GO 

JOAN ELMS (’51). “They rise up before 
me—faces—black, white and yellow; faces 
of boys and girls who did not know that 
Jesus had died for them. Once again the call 
goes out. ‘Whom shall I send, and who will 
go for me?’ I have said, ‘Here am I, send me.’

The required time of Institute 
training, and office experience has been ac¬ 
complished and as I am now engaged in 
deputation, I look forward to the day when 
I shall walk through that open door. In the 
meantime, preparation continues, preparation 
of heart, as I seek the mind of the Lord 
regarding Nigeria, and preparation of hand, 
as the needed prayer and financial support 
is secured. ‘Who is sufficient for these 
things? . . . not that we are sufficient of our¬

COURSES OFFERED 

STANDARD BIBLE COURSE 

This is a three year course furnishing an all-round preparation for the various 
departments of Christian service. It is especially thorough in the fields of English 
Bible, Biblical Doctrine and Christian Education. The course is open to any who 
meet the General Entrance Requirements, but for graduation with the Regular 
Diploma the student should have obtained Junior Matriculation or the equivalent.

BIBLE-THEOLOGY COURSE 

This is a four year course embracing a very thorough discipline in the Biblical 
and Theological fields of study. It is designed for pastors and others who wish to 
prepare for the more responsible positions in the Christian ministry. Junior Matric¬ 
ulation or the equivalent is ordinarily required for entrance, but no further academic 
work is demanded of the student. A special Diploma in Theology is awarded upon 
the successful completion of this course. 

COLLEGE COURSE 

The College of Theology department offers instruction on a higher level than 
that offered in the Bible School. Only students who have completed Junior Matric¬ 
ulation or the equivalent will be accepted in this department. 

The College of Theology offers work leading to two degrees. The Bachelor of 
Religious Education degree is given upon completion of recognized first year uni¬ 
versity work in addition to the regular B.R.E. courses. The Bachelor of Theology 
degree is given upon completion of recognized second year university work in 
addition to the regular B.Th. courses.
